lawmakers. The retrenchment 

lever broke out on the first day ol 
the session in December, and grew 
in intensity as the session progress- 
ed. Over $100,000 was cut off the 
annual appropriations of public in- 
stitutions. The Institution at 
Staunton can OOnsideT itself for- 
tunate that its appropriation was 
not touched. However, a special 
committee appointed to look into 
how the State's appropriations were 
expended, in their report reeom- 
juended that the Hoard of Visitors 
cut the salaries of the Superiuten 
dent from $1,300 to ssl.OPO a 
of several teachers from | 
month t" and of foremen of 

shops from *!."> to «;!."> a month, and 
other euls were recommended all 

along the line. These recommen- 
dations of cuts considered very un- 
just and unbusiness like by people 
foiuiti'ti'l ii-itfi Hie school, and if the 
school's board Liives them the cold 
shoulder it will be another feather 
in their cap of popular favor. The 
additional foi buildings in 
two years can not possibly hint the 

separate school movement, inasmuch 
as over 800, deaf and blind who 
ought lo be in school are m 
these thirty or more have applied, 
anil this additional amount will 
hardly build a structure to accom- 
modate them, while it will be a her 
culean matter to make both ends 
meet with the additional Children 
on the same 135,000 for support of 
die present number of pupils. 

By special bill the name of the 
Institution was chanced by the 
Legislature from "The Virginia 
Institution for the education of the 
Deaf and Dumb and of the Blind," 

to "The Virginia School for the 
Deaf and Blind." 

A bill was introduced in the 
Senate in the dosing days to pro- 
vide for the Education id' the color- 
ed deaf-mutes and the blind at die 
Virginia Normal and Collegiate 
Institute at Petersburg, ft provided 

that $»,500 of the $15,000 e.iven 
that used for the maintenance of a 
Department of the Blind. The bill 
was referred to a committee and 
never saw daylight possibly be- 
cause no one outside of the legisla- 
tive body oared to push it. It 
might have succeeded and it might 
not. The "culu'd brudder" down 
this way does not pay in taxes half 
of the amount yearly spent for the 
education of his own children — so 
it can be well imagined what he is 
to expect. The Slate, however, 
gives him $15,000 yearly for a 
higher education than he gets in 

the public schools.

When the 
general appropriation bill was pre- 
sented to the Senate in the closing 
days of the session it gave the 
school the regular $35,000, although 
the Superintendent's report stated 

that he-did not see how they could 
gel alOng w ith less than i 
In the lower branch of the I,,- 
lature the House of Delegate 

the appropriation was added to by 

placing it at *:'.'.», 0o0 for the next 
two years, with the understanding 
that the $4,000 additional was 
be used in adding to the build- 
ThS Senate concurred. This 
will only make a very small addi- 
tion, and the separate school people 
allowed the bill lo go through vviih- 
out raising a finger. During the 
session of the Legislature Snpt. 
Bowles had a small circular printed 
giving the names of some thirty 

children whose parents had applied 

for their admission into the Institu- 
tion but for the lack of room, they 
were barred.

Mr. Murray's arraignment of ihe 
sign-language. I am a sign-maker 

and \u-\i<r saw Ihe, inside of an oral 
SChOOl foi the deaf; bill 1 like fail- 
play, and I do not think some of 
Mr. Murray's critics have nceorded 
him thai boon. It is not fair play 
lo misquote and misinterpret, anil 
this is what has been done by some 
of Ihose who do not, agree with him. 
One critic slarls oul to answer 
Mr. Murray point lor point. I 
take t he one whose name is apt to 
carry great Weight by reason of his 

being usually a logical thinker and 
writer, lie declares that Mr. 
Murray's first mistake is one held 
by advocates of oral and manual 
alphabet methods that f he deaf 
gO to school tO learn I lie English 

language. With this statement as 

a basis, he devoles considerable 

space to proving its fallacy. Mr. 
Murray did not make this asser- 
tion. What he did say was that 
the deaf child ll is seal lo school 
primarily to learn to use and lo 

understand English." The time 
and effort devoted to language 
work in sign schools is ample 
authority for ihe statement, with- 
out making any allusion to oral iir 
manual alphabet Bchools.

deal children under school 

The Arguments Advanced are 

deceplivt . It has never been clear- 
ly proven that the eye can do tin- 
work of the ear. 

The Bill is loosely drawn. It is 
silent as lo the qualifications, 
length of training, or standard of 

proficiency Of persons to be selecl 
ed to become teachers. To leave 
siich essential matters to I, lie sole 
judgment of a single individual, is 
w ilhout precedent. 

The interests of the Ghvernment 
are not guarded. The persons to 
in- selected are required lo make 
no pledge to take up the work af- 
ter having finished their training 
at such an exorbitant cost to the 
government . 

The effect of (he passage of Due 
Bill wili simply be the pensioning 
of the principal of tin- Garrett Oral 
School. 

The favor the Kill has received 
thus far is undoubtedly due to 
sympathy generally felt for the 

ileal' rather than to any special 
merits of the scheme. 

It was also recommended I he 
deaf and their friends throughput 
the Union write their congressmen 

and ask Ihem to vole against the 
bill.
